Demands for Ev ery Occa­ 
sion Are Met by Sea­ 
son’s Offerings. 


Shoes hav e long beou recognized as 
a sty le requisite in their own right, 
and will continue to be v ery impor­ 
tant requisites while present sty les in 
skirts hold good. 
As u 
result, ob­ 
serv es a fashion writer in the New 
York Tim es, women are seem ingly giv ­ 
ing greater attention to footw ear than 
ev er before. 
The 
tim e and energy 
spent on the selection of a hat hav e 
been to som e ex tent transferred to the 
choice of shoes. 
Consequently , shoes 
hav e become as div ersified as m illi­ 
nery , and in order to be w ell shod one 
must wear the appropriate shoes for 
the occasion. 
Ln fact, there is little 
ex cuse for going astray in this matter, 
for shoes are now div ided into fairly 
definite 
classes— for 
sports 
wear, 
shopping and other day tim e purposes, 
afternoon occasion w ear and 
ev ening 
usage. 
For sports and the routine of 
day tim e black and brown are the pre­ 
ferred co lo rs; then for the afternoon 
shoe more latitude is perm itted, both 
in color and leathers. 
E v ening slip­ 
pers are seen in ev ery conceiv able col­ 
or, and in m etallic fabrics, silv er and 
gold kid. 
ox ford s are, of course, the fav ored 
choice for sports wear, and this sea­ 
son are seen with fancy perforations, 
fringed tongues and bandings, with or 
without side buckles. 
Calfskin is used 
most and is often trimmed with alli­ 
gator or lizard. 
For day tim e wear 
either tlie “ dressy ” ox ford or single­ 
strap pump is preferred. 
The ox fords 
are cut lower this y ear to show off the 
upstanding tongue.

The world'8 greatest swim for one 
of the greatest prizes ever hung up 
—$25,000 in cash—is to be staged in 
Southern California January 15 and 
thereafter until tho swim is accom­ 
plished. 
The swim is the Catalina channel. 
It seperates the island of Catalina 
from the California mainland. 
The 
nearest 
distance 
is 
approximately 
twenty-three miles. 
In the English channel the big 
problem was rough water and tides. 
In the Catalina channel an entirely 
new problem comes up. It is currents 
and change of temperature in the 
water. 
Along the California shore the tem­ 
perature is, as noted, 67 degrees. This 
is ideal for swimming. 
It is a factor 
that has made the California beaches 
the most popular in the world. 
But 
as one gets out a mile or so from 
shore the temperature starts down­ 
ward. 
There is always a variable of 
eight degrees and frequently a greater 
variable. 
The shore temperature re­ 


mains steadily at about 67 degrees and 
the channel temperature dropping to 
ten or even twelve degrees lower. 
That the channel can be crossed by 
a swimmer has been demonstrated. 
Recently Fred Cady, coach at the Loa 
Angeles athletic club, who has been 
a large factor in turning out crack 
California swimmers, crossed it witli 
a relay of swimmers. 
The first in 
the watt* was Viola Hartman Cady, 
his wife. 
After she swam a mile, an­ 
other 
swimmer 
entered. 
Tempera­ 
tures were taken as the swimmers 
stroked across the water. 
They are 
shown. 
The Journey with fourteen 
swimmers in the relay took 23 hours 
and seventeen minutes, and the zigzag 
course measured 33 miles. 
This Is 
indicative of the difficulty of the 
swim. 
Trudy Ederle swam the Eng­ 
lish channel alone In fourteen and one 
half hours. 
But then the English channel swim­ 
mers swam for glory. 
This swim is 
for $25,000. 
The effort to cross on 
January 15 will be enormous. 
Will it 
be done?
